Interesting Facts 


The engine of a planc does not 
support the weight of the plane}, 
in flight. The engine pulls the 
plane through the air at a rate 
of speed sufficient to create lift 
on the wings equal to the weight 
of the plane. 

What if the motor stops? This 
so rarely happens that we hard- 
ly consider it a possibility. How- 
ever, the plane will still main- 
tain speed and control in a glide 
with the engine entirely shut off. 
The plane has a gliding angle of 
fourteen to one (it will glide in 
any direction, horizontally, a 
distance fourteen times greater 
than its altitude). 

For example, an Aeronca is fly- 
ing at five thousand feet; we 

may shut off the engine by clos- 
ing the throttle or turning the 
ignition off and gliding approxi- 
mately fourteen miles from that 
point. We-may lend-then in any 
small field within a circle twenty: 
eight miles in diameter, the area 
of-which-is 615 square mites. AX} 
-Surther analysis shows that there 
are an average of no less thar 
three open fields per square mile 
in this locality; this then, pro- 
vides more than eighteen hun- 
dred fields within gliding range 
from an altitude af one mile. In-
